DAV Adjutant 


Quits Amid 
Criticism 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (J>—The 
national adjutant of the Dis­ 
abled American Veterans re­ 
tired Thursday amid criticism 
of his handling of DAV affairs. 
Vivian D. Corbly, 63, of Cin­ 
cinnati, told the national DAV 
convention he had concluded 
his continued presence would 
be harmful. 
The 2,000 delegates passed 
a resolution accepting Corbly’s 
request to retire, then voted 
to pay his full $18,000 salary 
for two years. 
Keeping him 
on pay for that time assures 
him of pension benefits in 
1960, when he normally would 
h a v e 
retired. 
Resignation 
would have deprived him of 
retirem ent benefits. 
“While innocent in my mind 
of any of the charges, any of 
the allegations, any of the in­ 
nuendoes, I still feel that as 
far as my person is concerned, 
I can be of no more value to 
you in the capacity of a paid 
employee,” 
Corbly told the 
delegates. 
“The publicity we have re­ 
ceived, for which I am prim ar­ 
ily responsible, is doing our 
organization damage.” 
Corbly has held the appoint­ 
ive post of DAV adjutant, or 
business manager, for 33 years. 
As the convention opened 
Sunday, a House Veterans Af­ 
fairs Committee released a re­ 
port critical of his handling of 
DAV affairs in the Cincinnati 
headquarters. 
The report became an issue 
in the convention and a com­ 
mittee was appointed to inves­ 
tigate. Its report was with­ 
held when Corbly announced 
he would leave the organiza­ 
tion. It was reported the com­ 
mittee had voted 26-24 to com­ 
mend Corbly and urge that he 
be retained as adjutant 
A new national commander 
was to be elected today.

“The need for fluoridation 
is just as great despite the feel­ 
ing of the Marin Municipal 
W ater District board,” Dr. Wil­ 
liam Loran, chairman of the 
Children’s Dental Health Com­ 
mittee of Marin, said today. 
The water board, at a meet­ 
ing Wednesday night, voted to 
remain neutral on the fluorida­ 
tion controversy. 
“We’re sorry the board act­ 
ed the way it did. 
It could 
have saved the cost of an elec­ 
tion. 
We’re going to get pe­ 
titions out and force an elec­ 
tion,” Dr. Loran said. 
“In case anybody is worried 
about the cost of flouridation 
to taxpayers, we’d like to say 
again that flouridation is ac­ 
tually a savings to people in 
dollars and cents,.not only in 
individual 
cases 
because 
of 
fewer dental fees, but also in 
welfare cases.” 
According to the 
dentist, 
two-thirds of the approximate 
$10,000 spent for county den­ 
tal fees during 1956-57 would 
have been saved by flourida­ 
tion. 
The committee will 
meet 
next Wednesday to work out 
details on the petitions.

Discount Rate 


Hiked At S.F. 
Reserve Bank 


WASHINGTON 
UPl — The 
Federal Reserve Board, show­ 
ing deepening concern over 
the threat of inflation, has re­ 
versed its recession policy and 
moved toward tightening the 
money supply. 
The change in direction— 
the first since last November— 
came with the announcement 
that effective today, the dis­ 
count rate at the San Francisco 
Reserve Bank would go up 
from 1% per cent to 2 per 
cent. 
INTEREST CHARGB 
The discount rate represents 
the interest charged Federal 
Reserve member banks borrow­ 
ing money from the reserve 
system. 
A boost in discount 
rates normally goes hand-in- 
hand with a general increase 
in interest charges. 
Thus, the reserve board ac­ 
tion yesterday held broad im­ 
plications for anyone planning 
to go into debt to buy a fac­ 
tory, an automobile or a living 
room rug. 
The general feeling in finan­ 
cial circles was that only a wor­ 
sening of the economic picture 
could make it cheaper to bor­ 
row money. 
MORE TO COME 
With the discount rate boost 
taking effect in San Francisco, 
similar increases by the other 
11 reserve banks are expected 
to follow, although there may 
be some time lag. 
A board spokesman said the 
decision to switch policy direc­ 
tion was influenced in part by 
an increase in inflation senti­ 
ment which has been reflected 
in a rising stock market. 
He 
said another factor was the ap­ 
parent bottoming out of the 
recession. The spokesman also 
noted recent upward moves in 
some interest rates. 
Directors of the San Fran­ 
cisco bank initiated the dis­ 
count rate action there, the 
board spokesman said. 
In San Francisco, reserve 
bank 
president 
Herman 
N. 
Mangels said the prime factor 
in the directors’ decision was 
“a fear of a continuance or 
even an accentuation of infla­ 
tionary pressures.”

Can Science Keep 
Date With Moon? 


Canada Hits 
Scientists Split On 
U.S. Curbs 
Radiation Benefits 


By JOHN A. BARBOUR 
NEW YORK 
Science has 
made a date with that myster­ 
ious lady, the moon. But will 
it be able to keep it? 
As early as next Sunday, 
scientific marksmen hope to 
set off the first moonbound 
rocket. But they will consider 
themselves 
lucky 
indeed 
if 
they bring off a rendezvous. 
Here are some of the prob­ 
lems they must -solve: 
The moon is at least 220.000 
miles out in space. But scien­ 
tists must aim at any empty 
point, 137,000 miles ahead of 
the moon’s course, and hope 
that both moon and rocket ar­ 
rive at about the same time. 
That would be about two and 
one-half days after firing. 
Granted perfect aim— and 
you can imagine what a small 
error could do in 200,000- 
plus miles— the three-stage 
ocket still must fire perfect­ 
ly. This means boosting its 
speed to about 25,000 miles 
an hour needed to escape the 
earth's gravity. 
Given this initial speed, the 
rocket will gradually slow un­ 
der gravity’s pull until nearing 
the moon, it will be traveling 
only about 3,000 miles an hour. 
In fact, its average speed for 
the trip may be only about 5,- 
000 miles an hour. 
The speed is important. If 
the rocket slows too quickly, it 
will fall short of Its objective. 
If it doesn't slow enough, it 
can zoom past and on into 
space. 
While there are many ways 
for the moon rocket to fail or 
merely flirt with success, there

succeed. 
What 
the 
scientists 
say 
they would really like to do 
Is send up a rocket that 
would orbit around the moon 
a few times and then plunge 
back toward earth, and prob­ 
able destruction. 
The rocket, in its- few turns 
around the moon, would take a 
series of closeup pictures— in­ 
cluding never-before-seen shots 
of the moon’s hidden side— and 
relay those back to earth. 
It w'ould also measure the 
magnetic field of the moon, 
measure 
tem peratures 
a n d 
count meteors. 
How many of its scientific 
tasks it completed would in a 
sense 
measure 
the 
rocket's 
success. 
To give their rocket the 
best chance of finding the 
neighborhood of the moon 
and staying there a while, 
the scientists have carefully 
picked the course and meet­ 
ing place. 
They hope to save a few 
thousand miles by waiting until 
the 
moon 
comes closest to 
earth. 
The Air Force shot, if suc­ 
cessful, will catch the moon in 
a good photographic pose. It 
will be moving from a new 
moon to a first quarter phase. 
This means that the sun will 
be lighting up part of the back­ 
side of the moon—the side 
always 
turned 
away 
from 
earth. 


New PG&E Plant 
POE, Plumas County (DPI)— 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co.

Slayer Asks 
Death Stay 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD—Dou- 
ble killer Richard G. Riser has 
asked the state Supreme Court 
for a stay of execution. He is 
slated to die in the San Quen­ 
tin Prison gas chamber Sept. 
12. 
In a brief filed yesterday, 
Riser argued that his 1956 con­ 
viction should be set aside be­ 
cause of the refusal by the 
trial court to allow cross-ex­ 
amination of prosecution wit­ 
nesses concerning inconsistent 
statements made in his identi­ 
fication. 


The state Supreme Court has 
ruled previously that the trial 
court had erred in its refusal. 
But the court also ruled that 
Riser was plainly guilty by 
other evidence. 
The .U.S. Supreme Court has 
denied Riser a hearing. 


Riser’s petition was accom­ 
panied by a similar plea from 
his brother, Ronald Roscoe, 34, 
now serving a life term in Fol­ 
som for his part in the disput­ 
ed holdup m urder d u r i n g 
which Earl and Pauline Hast­ 
ings, Stansilaus County tavern 
owners, were slain. 


On Travel 


OTTAWA (*) — The Canadi­ 
ans have a new gripe against 
their neighbor to the south— 
the United States is restricting 
travel in Canada's northern de­ 
fense areas. 
Elvin Hamilton, minister for 
northern affairs, told Parlia­ 
ment last night that U.S. offi­ 
cials have held up approval 
for several months for minor 
Canadian officials to visit some 
Arctic areas. 
It is a m atter of “national 
chagrin” that American per­ 
mission is required to travel 
around the U.S.-operated Dis­ 
tant Early Warning radar line 
that warns of planes coming 
from the Arctic or the Soviet 
Union, Hamilton said. 
He said he has “taken up the 
m atter with our U.S. colleagues 
and have had a very friendly 
and favorable response.” A De­ 
fense D epartment spokesman 
in Washington declined com­ 
ment. 
Lester B. Pearson, leader of 
the opposition Liberal Party 
and form er foreign secretary, 
said there had been no diffi­ 
culty in visiting any U.S.-con­ 
trolled station in Canada when 
the Liberals were in power. 
Hamilton said cabinet minis­ 
ters had no trouble but lesser 
officials and prospective work­ 
men in the area did.

BURLINGTON, Vt. (Æ)— Is all 
radiation harmful? Does man 
suffer every time he absorbs 
a little more of the radiation 
that exists in the world around 
him? 
Or can a little bit of radia­ 
tion prove helpful to man? 
Some 
of 
the 
world’s 
top 
scientists have been debating 
that question at the University 
of Vermont for the past week, 
but it remains unanswered. 
About 750 leading scientists 
from all over the world, in­ 
cluding both sides of the Iron 
Curtain, have been attending 
the weeklong first Internation­ 
al Congress of Radiation Re­ 
search. 
All the scientists agree that 
radiation 
in 
high-level, 
one- 
shot doses is dangerous. It will 
kill man or cause mutations 
that will damage future gene­ 
rations. 


But the scientists are divided 
on the effects of low-level ra­ 
diation exposure spread out 
over long periods of time. 
Dr. Howard J. Curtis of the 
Brookhaven National Labora­ 
tory takes the position that any 
dose 
of 
radiation 
shortens 
m an’s life in direct proportion 
to the size of the dose. 
“All radiation shortens m an’s 
life,” says Dr. Curtis. “This in­ 
cludes the natural background 
of radiation present all the 
time.” 
Dr. Curtis, outgoing presi­ 
dent of the Radiation Research 


Society, said experiments in­ 
dicate m an’s life is shortened 
by 12 days for each Roentgén 
of radiation received as an 
acute 
dose 
over 
his 
entire 
body. 
But another American scien­ 
tist said there have been some 
indications that exposure to 
small amounts of radiation may 
not be harmful and may even 
lengthen man’s life. 
Dr. George W. Casarett of 
Rochester 
(N.Y.) 
University 
said this may be because of the 
human 
body’s 
dynamic 
re­ 
sponse to damage.

'Bridge On Kwai' Next 


On Rafael's Screen

Once they had seen “The 
Bridge on the River Kwai,” 
the people who annually pick 
the Oscar winners had little 
choice: It was unquestionably 
the best film of the year. 
It can be seen on the Rafael 
Theater screen in San Rafael 
starting Sunday.

of 
Thailand 
during 
World War II. British prisoners 
are being forced to build a 
bridge for the Japanese, part 
of a vast scheme

At one prison camp along the 
way, we met the fdm ’s strange 
variety of characters: 
Alec Guinness (winner of the 
Oscar as best actor), a military 
prig, but a brave one, who sub­ 
mits to enemy torture rather 
than let the code governing 
prisoners of war be violated. 
Sessue Hayakawa, a star of 
the silent days, in the role of 
a fanatical Japanese comman­ 
dant, whose own officers do not 
possess the necessary engineer­ 
ing skill to put up the span. 
William Holden, an Ameri­ 
can prisoner, the only one to 
escape from the camp, who 
must be wheedled and threat­ 
ened into joining a small raid­ 
ing party that will return to the 
camp and destroy the bridge 
across the Kwai. 
It’s a strange story which es­ 
tablishes, quits thoroughly, the 
author's thesis:

For when Guinness sur­ 
vives the Japanese torture and 
wins his point, he flabbergasts 
everyone by setting 
out to 
build a perfect bridge, oblivi­ 
ous to the fact that it will help 
the enemy. His pride lies in 
showing what a British soldier 
could accomplish under han­ 
dicaps. 
Even as Guinness and his 
men build, a British comman­ 
do unit (Jack Hawkins, Geof­ 
frey 
Horne 
and 
Holden) 
is 
working Its way through the 
jungle. 
They arrive as the bridge is 
completed, to make for a dra­ 
matic, shattering windup. 
“ Kwai” is a spectacular film 
with a pointed message: That 
the madness of war affects

both the conquerer and con­ 
quered alike. Witness Guinness 
— filled with perverted ideas 
of loyalty, determined to obey 
regulations. And witness Hay­ 
akawa—dedicated to his bridge- 
building mission and willing, 
in spite of his education, to 
use brute methods to achieve 
his end. 
There aren't many girls in 
this story: A nurse to tempt 
Holden after his escape, some 
Oriental beauties who accom­ 
pany Hawkins’ commando par­ 
ty through the jungle. They 
are quite superfluous. 
What is important is this: 
“ Kwai” is a bit of human com­ 
edy, a bit of human tragedy, 
and certainly one of the most 
rousing war films we’ve ever 
seen.

WASHINGTON 
(J P I — A new 
fury of Senate debate was in 
prospect 
today 
over 
reports 
that the Pentagon has been 
studying possible circumstan­ 
ces under which the United 
States might surrender in an 
atomic war. 
The subject set off a storm 
of criticism in speeches last 
night. At one point an attempt 
was made to close the galleries 
to the press and public because 
of the seriousness of the topic. 
But it wasn’t done. 
The United States has never 
lost a war and the legislators 
were indignant that the mili­ 
tary should be having even the 
slightest thought of any Ameri­ 
can surrender. 
Sen. Richard B. Russell (D- 
Ga.) proposed tacking onto a 
$3,594.000.000 s u p p le m e n t a l 
appropriations bill a rider that 
would 
nullify any surrender 
study contract and bar any pay­ 
ments in connection with it. 
Russell, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Armed Services Committee,

The Ross Town Council last

1958-59 budget totaling just un­ 
der $72,000, with a nine-cent 
tax reduction. 
To go along with it, a tenta­ 
tive tax rate of $1.18 per $100 
assessed valuation was approv­ 
ed. 
Both budget and

were less than the

fiscal year. The 1957-58 budget 
was $80,665 and the rate was 
$1.25. 
Breakdown of the $1.16 pro- 
popsed tax rate is: 96 cents 
for general government ($1 is 
the legal maximum); six cents 


for bond redemption; and 14 
cents park tax (15 cents is 
the legal limit).

Mrs. Joseph Sereda, assisted 
by 17 other women, started cir­ 
culating the petitions last week 
for the Novato Hospital Com­ 
mittee. which is proposing that 
a 35-bed hospital be built in 
Novato as soon as possible.

than 700 signatures on the pe­ 
titions so far,” Mrs. Sereda 
said today. The petition has 
received heavy support from 
residents of the Lynwood area 
of South Novato, she said. 
The hospital committee plans 
to submit the petitions to the 
hospital district, which may 
then either grant the separa­ 
tion or put it to an election. 
The hospital district has in­ 
dicated that it would probably 
not be able to construct a hos­

Moon Rocket May Help To 
Open Up New Frontiers 


For four days, starting tomorrow, the 
moon is going to be in proper position 
for a rocket to be shot toward it, so the 
astronomers tell us. Does this mean that 
the United States will attempt to get a 
rocket "somewhere's near" that big 
hunk of green cheese? 
The Defense Department has an­ 
nounced that we’re almost ready for 
such an attempt. Just last week an in­ 
termediate ballistic missile went sky­ 
ward as a preliminary to a moon shot. 
* One thing we can be sure of. There 
will be no big publicity buildup prior 
to the moon try, as there was before our 
first attempt to launch an earth satellite. 
Already we’ve had a warning from the 
Pentagon that the chances of getting

even near the moon, say within 50,000 
miles, are only about one in 10. Aviation 
Week magazine says the Russians al­ 
ready have tried—on May 1, their big 
holiday—and failed. 
Because one side of the moon is al­ 
ways turned away from the earth, no 
man yet has seen that back half. Our 
moon rocket would carry a small camera 
to make some kind of a shadowgraph 
of this unseen portion and sort of tele­ 
vise it back to Earth. 
Isn’t it exciting? There’s no sabre- 
rattling, no bomb-clicking here. There’s 
no man-against-man. It's man against 
the unknown; science reaching for more 
knowledge. 
There are new frontiers to conquer— 
and without massacring the Indians. 


Visual Reporting Needed

The American Bar Association will meet 
in Los Angeles this month, and it will be 
asked to modify its Canon 35 of the Canons 
of Judicial Ethics. This prohibits the taking 
of photographs in the courtroom during the 
progress of judicial proceedings, or during 
any recess thereof. 
The National Pres* Photographers Asso­ 
ciation urge« a new canon on this subject, to 
include the following paragraph: 
“Where, therefore, in the opinion of the 
judge presiding at a trial or hearing, it 
appears that photographs can be taken by 
accredited 
press 
photographers 
without 
interfering with the regular and custom­ 
ary procedure of the trial or hearing in 
that court, and without creating any mis­ 
conceptions with regard thereto, such pho­ 
tographs may be taken therein during the 
course of the trial or proceeding, as may 
be permitted by said court.” 
The sole question at issue is whether the 
presence of the news photographer with 


noise?ess and unobtrusive equipment, along 
with the word reporter, distract or detract 
from the dignity of the court. 
The best argument why Canon 35 should 
be modified to permit press photographers 
to cover trials, was written by a justice of 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, Hon. 
Michael A. Musmanno, who said: 
“Freedom of the press means to gather 
news, write it, print it and circulate it. If 
any of these operations is inhibited, free­ 
dom of the press becomes an empty phrase. 
Gathering of news includes photographing of 
the news, printing of photographs and repro­ 
duction of photographs in the finished news­ 
paper. 
To prohibit the taking of photo­ 
graphs is no less an infringement of the 
freedom of the press than to prohibit the 
presence of a news reporter. . .. Would it be 
argued, on the basis of privacy, that a news 
reporter could be prohibited from giving a 
written description of a defendant or witness 
at a trial? .

PARIS (UPI) — The momen­ 
tum that carried Gen. Charles 
De Gaulle to power last June 
1 is expected to bring his 
strong-executive 
constitution 
into effect in a nationwide 
vote Sept. 28. 
It is also expected to sweep 
De Gaulle himself into office 
a few days or weeks later as 
the 
first 
president 
of the 
Fifth Republic. 
Except for the Vichy re­ 
gime. the constitution will be 
the least liberal that France 
has had in nearly a century. 


THE KEY CLAUSES give 
the president the right to 
pick the premier (whose job 
will be reduced to that of 
executive officer rather than 
chief executive), to dissolve 
the Parliament as often as 
once a year, and to take over 
e x e c u t i v e and legislative 
functions in time of national 
emergency. 
Who decides if an emer­ 
gency exists? 
U n d e r De 
Gaulle’s draft, it was the pres­ 
ident himself. But ex-Premier 
Paul Reynaud persuaded De 
Gaulle to leave this up to a 
constitutional court. 
“It is not Gen. De Gaulle 
we are afraid of,” Reynaud 
said. “He would never, in my 
opinion, a b u s e the powers 
granted him. But I have told 
him we are not making the 
constitution for one man.” 


HE IS ONE of the few men 
w ho can talk to De Gaulle so 
bluntly. Reynaud, 79, is the 
premier who brought Brig. 
Gen. De Gaulle into the gov­ 
ernment in 1940 in a too-late 
attempt to stop the Nazi Pan­ 
zer divisions. 
Reynaud’s r e f o r m , and 
others, have eliminated some 
of the most-criticized features 
of De Gaulle’s projected con­ 
stitution. 
But people like ex-Premier 
Pierre 
Mendes - France still 
say that if it ever goes into 
effect, it will mean “a figure­ 
head cabinet and a Parlia­ 
ment that is only a facade.” 
Despite such criticisms, De 


Gaulle is expected to w'in 
through. The world is fed up 
with the spectacle that France 
has made of herself in the 
past 12 years. 


But nobody could be more 
fed up than Frenchmen them­ 
selves. 
They have had gov­ 
ernment - by - whim-of-Parlia- 
ment up to here. 
Many of them 
feel that 
nearly any change toward sta­ 
bility would be a change for 
the better. 


T H E R E WILL BE many 
who will argue that the new 
constitution gives De Gaulle 
the p o w e r s of a dictator. 
There will be more who will 
argue that it does not—or 
that, if it does, it is preferable 
to the circus of the past dozen 
years. 
De Gaulle probably 
will win. 
* 
That leaves a couple of 
questions unanswered: what 
o t h e r Frenchman but De 
Gaulle would 
be entrusted 
with such powers, and what 
will happen when he is gone? 
More i m m e d i a t e l y , what 
about Algeria?

Dag Hammarskjöld May Well 
Emerge As Most Influential Man 


The man to watch at the 
current meeting of the U.N. 
General 
Assembly 
on 
the 
Mid-East is a Swedish-born in­ 
ternational d i p l o m a t who 
tries more than most to keep 
his name out of the headlines. 
It may well be that this vig­ 
orous practitioner of “quiet 
diplomacy,” 
Secretary 
Gen­ 
eral of the U.N. Dag Hammar­ 
skjöld, will prove to be the 
most influential single force 
to turn this controversy-laden 
session into useful channels. 
Several times during the 
past two y e a r s , Hammar­ 
skjöld has acted to lift his 
role well above that of the 
chief administrative officer of 
the U.N. He has become a 
m a j o r 
participant 
in 
di­ 
plomacy, not merely the man­ 
ager of its mechanics. 


TO HELP PREVENT this 
General 
Assembly 
meeting 
from turning into a divisive, 
cold-war 
thunderstorm, 
he 
has already made concrete 
proposals to the Arab coun­ 
tries and to the big powers 
for a non-aggression and non­ 
interference pact, a program 
for e c o n o m i c aid and a 
strengthening of U.N. observ­ 
er forces in the Middle East. 
This is itself unconvention­ 
al. It gives the U.N. Secre­ 
tary General a positive initi­ 
ative which goes beyond the 
technicalities of the charter. 
His predecessor, Trygve Lie, 
couldn’t 
have gotten away 
with it. 
But Hammarskjöld is get­ 
ting away with it in part be­ 
cause he has proved so faith­ 
fully that his motive is to 
serve, not the special inter­ 
ests of the United States nor 
of the Soviet Union, but the 
largest interests of the United 
Nations. 


IF YOU LOOK at some of 
the instances in which Ham­ 
marskjöld has made himself 
an active participant in nego­ 
tiations, it is evident that he 
has taken on many of the at­ 
tributes of a United Nations 
Secretary of State. 
For ex­ 
ample: 
When the Assembly passed 
a general resolution hopeful 
that something could be done 
to promote Red China’s re­ 
lease of American prisoners, 
he took this as authority to 
go lo Peking himself to press 


the negotiations. 
This step 
led to the later freeing of 
prisoners. 
He was active in bringing 
about the cease-fire ending 
the Franco-British-Israeli ac­ 
tion following Nasser’s na­ 
tionalization of the Suez, and 
he helped set up the U.N. 
forces which guarded the Is- 
raeli-Egyptian border. 
On his recent trip to Mos­ 
cow he is known to have told 
Soviet officials that any sum­ 
mit meeting must be care­ 
fully prepared and said he 
thought the Russians were 
making a mistake in boycot­ 
ting the United Nations Dis­ 
armament Commission. 
He did not dismiss the So­ 
viet announcement of its end­ 
ing of nuclear tests as mere 
propaganda; he welcomed it 
and also advocated inspection 
and ending the production of 
nuclear weapons. 


H A M M A RSK JÖ LD CON­ 
TINUES to have substantial 
confidence from both sides. 
His Soviet critics tend to fear 
that he may become too pro- 
Western. Some of his West­ 
ern critics think he is “too 
pro-Arab and soft on Nasser.” 
He has the capacity to talk 
back to both sides without 
really alienating either. This 
is what he will be doing be­ 
hind the scenes at the U.N. 
Assembly during the coming 
days and his objective is to 
keep the eyes of the U.N. 
firmly fixed on the main tar­ 
get—a better peace.

WASHINGTON \JPi — Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Robert 
Anderson said today he would 
not rule out a tax increase as 
a possible method of cutting 
down huge budget deficits and 
checking inflation. 
But, under sharp question­ 
ing by Chairman Harry F. Byrd 
(D-Va.) of the Senate Finance 
Committee. Anderson said the 
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treasury is not now prepared 
to come forward with any tax 
recommendations. 
The secretary appealed be­ 
fore the committee to ask ap­ 
proval of a House-passed bill 
raising the federal debt limit 
to 288 billion dollars. 
Before he got into the ex­ 
change with Byrd on a possible 
tax increase, Anderson testi­ 
fied the governm ent may go 
so deeply into the financial 
hole that the debt limit may 
have to be boosted even higher 
than that.

County's Charter 
Near Completion 


The Marin County Board of 
Freeholders expects to com 
plete its drafting of a proposed 
county charter in two more 
meetings. 
In a four-hour session last 
night, 10 members of the board 
agreed on drafts for five char­ 
ter classifications. They were 
intergovernmental 
a f f a i r s , 
county officers, county man 
ager, board of supervisors and 
miscellaneous departments and 
functions. 
At the board’s next meeting, 
Tuesday at 8 p.m., counsel Bert 
W. Levitt is to present copies 
of the first draft of the char­ 
ter. 
Levit said the complete draft 
will include all the items ap­ 
proved previously plus a judi 
cial section and possibly one 
on recall and referendum. 
ANOTHER MEETING 
Levit said it was possible that 
the board could give final ap­ 
proval to the charter Tuesday 
night but said he expected an­ 
other meeting next Thursday 
night would be necessary. 
After signing by at least a 
majority of the board, the char­ 
ter proposal will be filed with 
the county clerk and recorder’s 
offices. It is expected the char­ 
ter will be placed on the ballot 
for the Nov. 4 general election. 
The meeting last night at the 
courthouse was lightly attend­ 
ed, 
in contrast to Tuesday’s 
meeting at which there were 
more than 60 persons in the 
audience to hear discussion of 
a proposal for a civil rights 
commissiop. 
Levit proposed a schedule of 
actions by th e freeholders 
which would have put the char­ 
ter on file Sept. 5 at the coun­ 
ty clerk’s office. 
Publication 
10 times in the Independent- 
Journal would be in the last 
part of September. The meas­ 
ure would then be on the Nov. 
4 ballot. 
DRAFT APPROVED 
Second draft of the intergov­ 
ernmental section was approv­ 
ed with minor changes. 
Frank J. Keaton, county cor­ 
oner and public administrator, 
stepped out of the audience to 
request the board to reconsid­ 
er its plan to have the county 
counsel bound to provide legal 
services for the pupblic admin­ 
istrator in execution of wills 
and estates. 
Keaton said he felt the pres­ 
ent arrangement with outside 
attorneys was better and that 
county grand juries have felt 
the arrangement was fair and 
economical. 
Leland H. Jordan, county 
counsel, said if the change 
meant a saving to the county 
he “was for it,” but he said he 
would almost certainly have to 
hire anbther deputy to handle 
the duties. 
OUTSIDE COUNSEL 
On motion of Charles W. 
Aby, the board unanimously 
agreed to allow the use of out- 


side counsel at the discretion 
of the board of supervisors. 
Walter Busher, chief county 
probation officer, recommend­ 
ed that his staff, except for him 
and his assistant, be placed on 
the merit system. After several 
minutes debate, the board un­ 
animously agreed to have all 
personnel in the probation de­ 
partment except the chief plac­ 
ed on the merit system in the 
proposed charter. 
Minor changes in the county 
officers and county manager 
sections were passed unani­ 
mously. 
The board agreed to retain 
the provision making f o u r 
members a quorum of the sev­ 
en-member board of supervi­ 
sors, and that county business 
could be transacted only by 
a majority of the quorum. 
STATE CODE 
Question by John L. Rock­ 
well as to whether there was 
any provision for long absences 
or disappearance of supervisors 
was answered by Levit, who 
read a state code provision 
making board or state approval 
necessary for long absences. 
Among items approved in the 
miscellaneous departments and 
functions section were duties 
of the county counsel office, 
makeup and powers of the 
parks and recreation commis­ 
sion, creation and powers of a 
civil rights commission, county 
fire department, county physi­ 
cian, county hospital, communi. 
cations department, and nam­ 
ing of officers directing these 
activities as department heads. 
The board decided to let 
compensation 
“if 
any” 
for 
parks and recreation and civil 
rights commissions be deter­ 
mined by the supervisors. 
ADVISORY ONLY 
The civil rights commission 
as envisioned would be of ad­ 
visory nature only. 
Appointment to these com­ 
missions would require the 
votes of at least five of the 
supervisors. 
The chief fire warden, com­ 
munications officer and county 
physician would be appointed 
by the county manager.

Death Claims 
Red Sanders, 
UCLA Coach 


LOS ANGELES 
Death, 
apparently from a heart at­ 
tack, has ended the career of 
one of America’s great foot­ 
ball 
coaches, 
Henry 
“Red” 
Sanders of UCLA. He was 53. 
Sanders, 
who 
came 
here 
from Vanderbilt in 1949 and 
developed UCLA into a nation­ 
al power, died yesterday in a 
second-floor room of a small 
hotel near the downtown area. 
A blonde woman, about 30, 
who identified herself as Er­ 
nestine Drake, was sitting in 
a chair a few feet from Sand­ 
ers’ body when police arrived. 
She said she was with him 
when he died. 
He was wear­ 
ing pants, shoes and socks but 
no shirt. 
“He complained of the heat,” 
Miss Drake said. 
“He order­ 
ed two soft drinks brought to 
the room. 
We talked of foot­ 
ball and I said I didn’t follow 
the game. “Football is a great 
game,” he said. 
‘You should 
come out this fall and see a few 
games.’ 
Those were his last 
words.” 
Miss Drake said Sanders sud­ 
denly clutched his chest and 
rolled over on one side of the 
bed. She said she ran for help 
and when she returned she 
found him on the floor. 
She told a reporter she is a 
clothes model, born in Vienna. 
“I didn’t know he was a 
famous football coach,” she 
said. 
Miss Drake said she was in­ 
troduced to Sanders by the 
room’s registered occupant, W. 
T. Grimes. The elderly Grimes 
said he was an old friend of 
the coach. Grimes said he was 
not present when Sanders was 
stricken. 
Sanders was a progressive, 
imaginative, 
inventive 
coach 
who had a 27-year coaching 
record of 102 wins, 41 defeats 
and 3 ties. 
Fellow coaches 
across the nation voted him 
“Coach of the Year” in 1954. 
That was the year the Bruins 
won nine games and became 
UCLA’s first undefeated and 
untied team. 
UCLA was searching for a 
coach who could give it parity 
with its hometown rival, the 
University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. when it came upon 
Sanders at Vanderbilt. 
He gave the Bruins nine 
top-flight teams and took them 
to the Rose Bowl after the 1953 
and 1955 seasons, but lost both 
games to Michigan State. 
UCLA Chancellor Raymond 
B. Allen said: “Red was a mas­ 
ter of his difficult craft, but 
more than that, he was a mas­ 
ter of human relations. He had 
the affection and respect of his 
players, fellow coaches and 
friends. 
He will long be re­ 
vered at UCLA.”

fe6.0l Statement of Policy. 
It shall be the policy of the 
County to utilize a comprehen­ 
sive long-term master or gen­ 
eral plan for the physical devel­ 
opment of the County, to re­ 
vise the same from time to

The members 
of the Commission shall be ap­ 
pointed by the affirmative vote 
of a majority of the entire 
Board of Supervisors.

rule, or regulation, the Board cers by State law, and may 


not hold other county office 
while serving on the Commis­ 
sion; in addition, each member 
must have been a resident of 
the County for at least three 
years immediately preceding 
the time he takes office.

Klamath

timber 
either to private Interests or 
the federal government. 


An estimated 70 per cent of 
the vast timber stand, valued 
at upward of 120 million dol­ 
lars, is to be sold to permit 
distribution 
of 
a 
share 
of 
tribal assets to individual In­ 
dians withdrawing from the 
Oregon tribe with the end of 
federal supervision over its ac­ 
tivities. 


Under the bill, the timber 
would be offered first to pri­ 
vate interests with the require­ 
ment that it be managed under 
sustained yield principles. That 
portion of the offered timber
